2. The incorporation into our penal
administration bt the princit les of the
indeterminate sentence law and the
parole of convicts.

3. The sepatation of the police ad-
ministration o( cities and the manage-
ment of prisons from po.itical partisan
conlroj.

The 'board strongly urges that the
legislature give atteutiou to the parole
and indeterminate sentence ot pris-
oners, and recommends thai a law such
as is in force in New York and Ohio
would be the means of reforming crim-
inals and protecting aoc.ety. One of
tne conditions that in the opinion of
the board tends to prevent the reform
of criminals and the increase of crime
is the promiscuous association of crim-
inals m our jails, reformatories and
prisons.

HE FLEES TO THE BAD LANDS

The Agent at Pine R.dge lias Called

on General Mdes for Troops
at Once.

Tiki ttiboE Agkct, t. V., Feb. i
"Two-Strik- e, with his band, has gone
to the bills and refuses to come in."
This wss the message received by Aeut
Lrown yesterday, and at once all was
excitmienl at this agency. Two-Sink- s

is on of the most unruly Indi-
ans of the entire Sioux nation, and has
given more trouble than any other
Indian. He wasthe leader of the dis-

contented portion of the lndisus, and
ever since the trouble that ended in
the Mission fight and the Wounded
Knee lattle, he haateen forming dis-

content among the Indians. For tcme
l; me it baa noted that they were
leaving the agency, ostensibly going on
hunting expeditious to the west, aud
now it lias been learned that these
hunters ad went heavily armed and
took their lanuhea with them. A winter
camp baa ten made in the heart t t the
ltad lands, tu the 11 g Hutu, known
as Hill iti tho Woods, or Hidden Lulte.
This is one of the mfsl por-
tions of the Had Land country, espe-
cially m winter, and theri tie Iudians
can defy the United States army until
late in the slimmer, when a campaign
can be prosecuted with vigor.

It was reported at the agency that
some white aien bad leen killed by
tbe Imiians. The actio? agent, Cap-
tain llrown, ent out policemen to in-

vestigate the matter.
tntliaaa Killed.

They reported that they found three
white men killed and one mortally
wounded, who has since died. They
will le brought to ihe agency tomorrow.
These men were killed by Two Strike,
bis two socs and While-Face-Hors- e,

a full-bloo- Csptain I'.rown sent out
a detatchme-o- t of twenty po! ice to ar-
rest the murderers. All the prominent
chiefs. Young - Man Afraid of -

Ked ( loud and others, con-
demns Ihe klln-- say the gu.lty
parties must te punished.

The Indian police eame up with the
murderers at No V iter's camp and
killed five of Hutu. two-Strik- e and
one of bis boys escaped. Thest same
Indiana Stan peded three herds f cattle
and killed a cowboy. A lody of police
are searching the Had Lands to locate
the Indian camp.

Troapa Allied For.
Captain brown hat telegraphed the

sduat.on to tlcneral Miles, and asked
for troops to be sent immediately to pre-
vent the recurrence of the Wounded
Knee alfair.

The fttcsent trouble comes from
grievances of !ou Handing, aud really
goes t ack to the troui-- lu IX'JO for its
teginning. At that time, when the
band of b:g Foot was wiped oat by the
soldiers after the Ind.aus bad been dis-

armed, the Indians were very sullen
and refused to become as friendly as
t efore. The remainder of the tribe
felt that their friends and re ativet had

cruelly murdered by tae soldiers
tn revenge the death of Custer and bis
men, and this spirit of revenge burns
stronger in the breast of au Indian
than in that of a white men; hence the
fieiing ranked and was fanuid to a
flame by thb action of tne government
in the mailer of supplies.
